He has come ta know the old 
fashioned Yankee with all the 
vices and virtues af his section. 
He explained the decline In the 
population chiefly by the feet that 
the Isolation af the district has led 
to Inbreeding with Its consequent 
physical deterioration. 
The ordi­ 
nary marriage takes place after the 
couple have reached middle age 
and very few children are pro­ 
duced, he said. 
Taking as an example a town In 
central Maine which In the latter 
part of the last century had a pop­ 
ulation of about IMO, he said that 
today not more than MO persons 
live there, of which l l are chil­ 
dren. 
This loss has not been 
caused by emigration but by death 
and the fact that there practically 
are no births. The last influx of 
new blood Into this town occurred 
in 1112 when two British seamen 
deserted their ship and settled 
there. Their descendants still are 
considered newcomers. 
Although best known to the 
reading public for his stories of 
Maine. Williams cannot be classed 
as an easterner. Born In Mississip­ 
pi, reared in Ohio and educated at 
Dartmouth, his newspaper career 
took him to various parts of the 
country and gave him a breadth of 
view that makes sectionalism Im­ 
possible for him. He dislikes the 
word "type” to be applied to any 
of his story characters. 
Every 
man Is to him a human being, ut­ 
terly different from all others. 
Henry Beeker, whose life is the 
subject of Williams’ latest and fin­ 
est novel, "Splendor,” has been 
called by enthusiastic reviewers 
the "typical American.” 
The au­ 
thor objects to this definition, how­ 
ever, saying that the Henry Beak­ 
ers are as old as history and are 
confined to no country or class. 
Athens as well as Boston produced 
hundreds of kindly, plodding men 
who lived each day in the beet way 
they knew, and attained neither 
success nor failure In a worldly 
sense. 
Williams sees two forces at work 
in the life of the American busi­ 
ness man—business interests and 
family or personal concerns. 
One 
must rank above the ether in im­ 
portance to the individual. 
Men 
recognised as eminent successes 
must subordinate their private af­ 
fairs to the press of professional 
demands, he thinks. Henry Beek­ 
er chose his family as the moat en- ; 
grossing fact of his life and to him 
the newspaper for which he work­ 
ed served merely as a background. 
By such a decision he dosed the 
door to professional success and ! 
his compensation was in the form ’ 
of homely happiness.

The Department of Labor hi Washington has 
a most informing bulletin on things being 
dana to make die life of the industrial worker in 
larger establishments awm interesting and happy. 
i s the days of small shops in the open country, 
whan diam was aa intimacy between employer and 
employee, and opportunities to play baseball in 
the open let. and fish, and boat, and hunt were in 
the immediate vicinity, there was little need for 
th* health and recreational facilities for the work­ 
ers. ^ The dalightful fife which Dickens described 
in his American Notes after his visit to the mills in 
Lowell, Mass., tad other places, has passed out 
from American industry. 
The great factories look 
bks so many prisons, and when the people leave 
them after the day's work they retira to congested 
mgions where life is quite as drab and oppres­ 
sive. 
The large corporations am meeting this change 
with health and recreational facilities which in a 
■assure compensate for the social losses of big in­ 
dustry. In this bulletin we have accounts of med­ 
ical and hospital service for employees, sick leave 
and vacation leave with pay, lunch rooms where 
die worker any obtain nourishing food well served 
•• cheaply as in his own home, indoor and out­ 
door provisions for recreation, disability 
funds, 
group insurance and education. There is every ia- 
meatma that these activities have a tendency to 
tafieve the monotony of the daily toil. and make 
theist of die worker somewhat more tolerable.
